To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council 

of  Bingley. 

Gentlemen, — In  the  following  Report  I have  adhered  to  the  arrange- 
ment suggested  by  the  last  Memorandum  issued  to  Medical  Officers  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  which  differs  in  several  respects  from  former 
Memoranda. 

A.— NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1. -— Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 
District.- — The  Urban  District  of  Bingley  consists  of  a section,  about 
2^  miles  long,  of  the  valley  of  the  River  Aire,  running  from  North-west 
to  South-east,  and  the  drainage  area  of  that  section  of  the  river.  On 
the  North-east  side  of  the  valley  the  land  rises  steeply  to  the  table-land 
of  Rombalds  Moor,  which  has  an  elevation  of  800  to  1,200  feet,  the 
valley  itself  being  between  200  and  300  feet  above  sea-level.  On  the 
South-west  side  the  District  consists  chiefly  of  the  drainage  area  of  Harden 
Beck,  a tributary  of  the  Aire  flowing  from  South-west  to  North-East,  the 
water-shed  of  which  varies  in  height  up  to  about  1000  feet.  The 
geological  stratum  of  the  District  is  millstone  grit,  overlaid  in  places  by 
the  lower  coal  measures.  The  subsoil  is  chiefly  loam,  but  much  of  the 
valley  is  occupied  by  beds  of  boulder  clay  and  gravel,  and  on  one  of  these 
the  greater  part  of  the  town  of  Bingley  is  built.  Besides  the  drainage 
areas  mentioned,  the  District  includes,  on  the  East,  part  of  the  upper 
valley  of  Gill  Beck,  a stream  which  joins  the  Aire  about  three  miles  below 
Ringley.  The  length  of  the  District  is  about  8 miles  from  North-east 
to  South-west,  and  its  breadth  from  North-west  to  South-east  about  three 
miles.  The  total  area  is  stated  to  be  11,831  acres,  and  the  population 
at  the  census  of  1911  was  18,759. 

2.  — Social  conditions  and  occupations  of  the  inhab- 
itants.— The  urban  portion  of  the  District  is  almost  entirely  dependent 
on  various  branches  of  woollen  manufacture,  which  is  also  the  principal 
employment  of  the  surrounding  villages.  Farming,  chiefly  grazing,  and 
market-gardening,  are  carried  on  in  the  rural  portions  of  the  District,  and 
there  are  several  large  stone -quarries.  None  of  these  occupations  can 
be  said  to  have  any  harmful  effects  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants 
except  the  last  mentioned,  in  which  the  inhalation  of  dust  arising  from 
stone-dressing  renders  those  engaged  in  it  liable  to  pulmonary  disease 
and  to  some  extent  raises  the  phthisis  death-rate.

Pauperism. — At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  indoor 
paupers  in  the  part  of  the  District  included  in  Keighley  Union  was  50, 
outdoor  120,  and  in  asylums  48.  The  parochial  district  is  not  exactly 
identical  with  the  Urban  District,  but  the  difference  of  population  is  not 
great.  Without  allowing  for  this  difference  the  rate  of  pauperism, 
excluding  the  insane,  is  9 4 per  1000,  the  rate  for  the  West  Riding 
generally  being  15 '4  per  1000.  There  is  only  one  charitable  medical 
institution  in  the  District,  a Cottage  Hospital  which  received  174  in-patients 
during  the  year.  There  is  no  out-patient  department. 

The  population  of  the  District  shows  only  a slight  increase  during 
the  inter-censal  period  1901-1911.  The  natural  increase,  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  in  that  time,  amounted  to  1,165,  whereas  the  actual  increase 
as  shown  by  the  census  was  only  310,  a deficiency  of  855  to  be  accounted 
for  by  emigration  from  the  District.  The  chief  factor  preventing  the 
population  from  increasing  at  the  natural  rate  is  the  want  of  variety  in 
trades  carried  on,  and  especially  the  limited  number  of  occupations  for 
men,  which  causes  many  of  the  male  members  of  the  population  to  leave 
the  District  for  other  towns  and  for  the  colonies.  The  excess  of  females 
over  males  at  the  census  of  1901  was  1,324,  which  had  increased  in  1911  to 
1,629,  i.e.  almost  the  whole  of  the  gain  in  population  for  the  10  years  consisted 
of  females.  The  wards  which  show  an  increase  in  population  are  the 
Central,  South,  and  East.  In  the  West,  North,  Cullingworth,  and 
Wilsden  Wards  population  has  decreased. 

B.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply. — The  Water-supply  of  the  District  is  drawn  from 
springs,  except  in  those  parts  which  are  supplied  by  Bradford  Corporation. 
Reservoirs  exist  at  Cullingworth,  Harden  Lane,  and  Kettlewell  Close, 
holding  respectively  1,000,000,  250,000,  and  4,000,000  gallons.  The  water 
supply  is  sufficient,  wholesome,  and  free  from  pollution.  The  water  has 
no  plumbo-solvent  action.  The  villages  of  Cottingley  and  Harden  are 
supplied  with  spring-water  from  private  sources.  As  a rule  the  supply 
of  the  Council’s  water  is  continuous,  but  during  the  prolonged  drought  of 
last  summer  it  was  limited  to  12  hours  daily  for  7 days,  and  to  9 hours 
for  44  days. 

The  Rivers  and  Streams  in  parts  of  the  District  still  receive 
untreated  sewage,  but  there  is  a marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
the  Aire  and  its  tributaries  compared  with  that  of  twenty  or  even  ten 
years  ago. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — With  the  exception  of  Ryecroft  and 
Harecrofts,  all  the  scattered  hamlets  in  the  District  are  now  connected 
with  the  main  sewerage  system.  A sewer  has  been  laid  in  Otley  Road, 
Eldwick,  connecting  with  the  main  sewer  at  Eldwick  Beck.  Plans  are 
in  preparation  for  an  additional  main  sewer  at  Wilsden,  to  serve  houses 
in  the  Crack  Lane  area  which  cannot  be  connected  with  the  existing 
main  sewer.  The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  shows  that  1,242 
yards  of  main  sewer,  and  3,166  yards  of  drains  have  been  laid,  and  160 
house  connections  made  during  the  year.  A sewer-foreman  has  been 
appointed  to  supervise  the  condition  of  the  sewers,  and  since  his  appoint- 
ment no  complaints  of  blocking  have  been  received.  At  Wilsden 
offensive  smells  have  been  complained  of  and  several  alterations  are  about 
to  be  made,  which  it  is  hoped  will  remove  the  nuisance. 
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Closet  Accommodation.— The  Council  has  continued  the  policy 
begun  several  years  ago  of  systematically  requiring  the  provision  of  water- 
closets  in  place  of  privies  and  pail-closets  in  all  cases  where  alteration  is 
necessary.  The  amount  of  work  done  during  the  year  and  the  numbers 
of  each  type  of  closet  in  the  District  are  sliewn  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report  by  tables  on  pages  18  and  22.  Comparison  with  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1905  shows  that  in  the  interval  between  that  year  and  the 
present  time  the  number  of  water-closets  has  been  increased  from  1,017 
to  2,410,  slop-water  closets  from  758  to  8G3,  pail-closets  reduced  from  513 
to  415,  and  midden-closets  from  1,866  to  1,148.  Open  and  covered 
middens  have  been  reduced  from  1,207  to  902,  and  dry  ash  tubs  and 
receptacles  increased  from  978  to  1,427. 


Scavenging. — House  refqse  is  removed  and  privies  and  ashpits  are 
cleansed  by  the  Council’s  workmen  at  Bingley,  Cottingley,  Crossflatts, 
Micklethwaite  and  Eldwick.  From  these  places  refuse  is  conveyed  to 
the  tip  at  Dowley  Gap.  At  Harden  and  Wilsden  refuse  and  excreta  are 
removed  by  contract  and  placed  on  the  land.  At  Cullingworth  part  is 
taken  by  farmers,  and  part  removed  to  tips  by  the  Council’s  workmen.  The 
tip  at  Dowley  Gap  is  not  a pleasant  object  in  the  landscape,  and  I trust  that 
the  Council  will,  before  long,  take  into  consideration  the  provision  of  a 
refuse-destructor. 


Sanitary  Inspections  of  District. — Systematic  inspection, 
including  house-to-house  inspection  is  regularly  made  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
and  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  in  areas  defined  by  myself  with  the 
assent  of  the  Council,  and  monthly  reports  are  made  to  the  Council  on  the 
results  of  these  inspections.  A record  is  kept  of  each  house  inspected, 
shewing  the  date  of  inspection,  name  of  owner,  name  of  occupier,  description 
of  house,  number  of  rooms,  number  of  inmates,  (adults  and  children  separ- 
ately,) water-closet  or  privy  and  ashpit  accommodation,  conditions  of  house- 
drains,  sinks,  &c.  Special  note  is  made  of  nuisances  and  also  of 

premises  which  are  used  for  any  purpose  coming  under  the  provision  of  a 
special  Act  or  Order,  e.g.  offensive  trades,  cowsheds,  dairies,  lodging-houses, 
factories,  workshops,  bakehouses  and  slaughter-houses.  The  Table  on  page 
5 is  prepared  in  accordance  with  Art.  XX  (16)  of  the  Goverment  Board’s 
General  Order  of  13th  December,  1910.

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No  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  these  during  the  year. 


Schools.  ^The  number  of  public  elementary  schools  in  the  District 
is  14.  Their  sanitary  condition,  including  the  water  supply,  is  satisfactory. 
Three  notices  served  in  regard  to  closet  accommodation  are  being  complied 
with. 


Table  showing:  number  and  results  of  Inspection  of  Houses,  &c.,  during  J9n. 
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58  Formal  and  2 Informal  Notices  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1910. 
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Action  taken  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease.— In  March,  I advised  exclusion  from  Eldwick  School  of  all  children 
under  five  for  three  weeks  on  account  of  diphtheria.  Visits  were  paid  to 
Eldwick  School  and  Holy  Trinity  School,  and  children  inspected  on  account 
of  scarlet  fever.  In  October,  November  and  December,  I visited  Wilsden 
School  several  times  in  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  diphtheria  referred 
to  on  page  9 of  this  Eeport.  The  school  was  closed  for  disinfection  from 
November  IGth  to  20th  inclusive,  and  the  infant  department  was  closed  from 
November  9th  to  Dec.  4th.  Visits  were  also  paid  to  Harden  and  Crossfiatts 
Schools.  Culliugworth  Non-provided  School  was  closed  from  December 
15th  to  18th  for  disinfection  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  total  number 
of  visits  paid  by  me  to  Elementai’y  Schools  was  12. 

Medical  inspection  of  children  in  public  elementary  schools  in  the  District 
is  conducted  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

Food:— Milk  Supply. — The  milk  produced  in  the  District  is 
of  good  quality.  There  are  127  dairy-farms  with  223  cowsheds,  all  of  which 
are  regularly  inspected  The  Sanitary  Department  is  empowered  to  obtain 
the  opinion  of  a veterinary  surgeon  when  it  is  thought  necessary,  especially 
in  cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis  among  cattle.  Milk  from  three  suspected 
cows  was  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  with  negative  results. 

(h)  Other  Foods. — Inspection  of  food  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  also  have  supervision  of  the  sanitary  condition  of 
premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored,  or  exposed  for  sale.  The  bake- 
houses in  the  District  number  29  of  which  4 are  underground.  All  are  in 
a good  sanitary  state.  There  are  eighteen  slaughter-houses  in  the  District, 
one  of  which  is  at  present  not  suitable  for  the  purpose.  All  are  regularly 
inspected,  but  as  many  of  them  are  situated  at  a considerable  distance  from 
the  iSanitary  Otlices  it  is  difficult  to  be  sure  that  no  diseased  meat  escapes 
detection  Butchers  as  a rule  call  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  doubtful  carcases,  but  a central  municipal  slaughterhouse  would  certainly 
render  meat  inspection  easier  and  more  efficient.  Its  compulsory  use  might, 
however,  be  looked  on  as  a hardship  by  butchers  in  outlying  districts. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  condemn  any  carcases  on  account  of 
tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

(c)  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — No  work  has  been  done 
by  the  Local  Authority  under  these  Acts. 


Housing. — On  the  whole  the  supply  of  houses  for  artizans  and  lab- 
ourers is  adequate,  although  newer  and  more  convenient  houses  are  always 
in  demand.  Overcrowding  is  not  common.  The  average  number  of  persons 
per  house  is  less  than  4.  Newer  houses  have  a sufficiency  of  open  spaces 
in  their  vicinity,  and  even  in  the  case  of  older  houses  there  is  not  much  to 
complain  of  in  this  respect.  The  surroundings  of  houses  are  usually  kept 
clean,  but  the  condition  ot  many  of  the  streets  and  roads  in  the  town  and 
neighbourhood  is  not  creditable  to  the  District.  Dry,  well-paved  streets, 
with  a minimum  of  dust,  are  conducive  to  health  and  comfort,  and  I hope 
that  something  will  be  done  in  the  coming  year  to  improve  our  reputation  in 
this  respect. 

bupervision  over  erection  of  new  houses  is  exercised  by  the  Building 
Inspector. 
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C.— SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OP  THE  DISTRICT. 

1.  — The  Sanitary  Officials  are  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  who  is  also  Inspector  of  Buildings  and  Inspector  of 
Canal-boats,  and  an  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  for  Wilsden  and  Calling- 
worth  Wards  who  is  also  Water-manager  for  these  Wards.  The  Council 
is  about  to  appoint  a lady  as  Health  Visitor,  whose  duty  will  be  especially  to 
visit  in  connection  with  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  and  Tuberculosis 
Regulations,  and  to  undertake  general  sanitary  work  under  the  directions  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  1911  is  appended  to  this 
Report  and  shows  the  work  done  by  him  and  his  Assistant. 

2. — Hospital  Administration.— Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diph- 
theria, and  Enteric  Fever,  from  the  Central,  South,  West,  East,  North  and 
Cullingworth  Wards  can  be  treated  at  the  Keighley  and  Bingley  Joint 
Hospital  at  Morton  Banks.  Cases  from  Wilsden  Ward  go  to  Thornton 
Joint  Hospital.  Small-pox  cases  can  be  received  at  Morton  Banks.  There 
has  been  no  difficulty  in  accommodating  cases  at  either  hospital  during  the 
year.  The  Keighley  and  Bingley  Joint  Hospital  Board  are  at  present 
utilising  the  Small-pox  Hospital  as  a Sanatorium  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
There  is  room  for  about  20  patients,  males  and  females  occupying  the  wards 
for  three  months  alternately.  The  number  of  beds  allotted  to  Bingley  is  4. 
These  have  been  almost  continuously  occupied  and  sometimes  the  number 
has  been  exceeded.

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4.— Chemical  and  Bacteriological  VVork  during  the 
year. — BaiCtei’iological  investigation  in  connection  witli  infectious  disease  is 
done  by  the  West  Kiding  County  Council  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Wakefield.  The  following  results  have  been  reported  to  me.  The  figures 
do  not  however  represent  the  whole  of  the  work  done  at  the  laboratory,  as 
negative  results  as  are  usually  reported  only  to  the  medical  attendant  in 
charge  of  the  case.

Chemical  work  has  been  confined  to  water  and  sewage  analysis.  In 
October,  samples  of  water  from  house  supplies  were  examined  for  lead  by  the 
West  Eiding  County  Council, with  negative  results.  In  one  case  at  Culling- 
worth  where  the  owner  of  a private  supply  asked  for  an  analysis  a large 
amount  of  lead  (one-ninth  grain  per  gallon)  was  found,  but  this  water  is  not 
used  for  drinking. 

D.— PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OYER 
ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  diseases  usually  scheduled  are  alone  notifiable  in  the  District. 
Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  for  Small-pox,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Enteric  Fever.  Over  75  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  these  diseases  were 
isolated  in  hospital.  In  all  cases  the  house  is  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  the  bedding  sent  to  the  Hospital  for  disinfection.  Diphtheria 
antitoxin  is  supplied  gratis  when  necessary. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Forty-eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year,  with  no  special  incidence  in  any  particular  part  of  the 
District  except  that  a relatively  large  number  of  cases  occurred  in  Lodge 
Street  and  Mill  Street,  Cullingworth.  Analysis  of  the  probable  cause  of 
cases  of  this  disease  shows  that  21  cases  were  attributed  to  school  attendance, 
10  to  infection  in  the  home  or  vicinity,  and  in  17  cases  no  probable  cause 
could  be  identified. 

Diphth  eria. — Forty-nine  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  twenty  of 
these  occurring  in  Wilsden  Ward  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  A 
special  report  was  made  on  this  epidemic,  of  which  an  abstract  and  continu- 
ation is  appended.  Of  the  whole  number  of  cases  in  the  District  so  far  as 
could  be  ascertained,  18  were  due  to  school  attendance,  22  to  infection  in  the 
home  or  neighbourhood,  and  in  10  cases  there  was  not  sufficient  reason  to 
suspect  any  particular  source. 

Children  from  infected  families  are  not  permitted  to  return  to  school 
until  bacteriological  examination  of  the  throat  shows  absence  of  diphtheria 
bacilli  in  all  members  of  the  family.  When  it  seems  advisable  more 
extensive  bacteriological  examination  is  undertaken,  all  children  in  a class 
or  school  being  examined,  and  any  who  give  positive  results  excluded  as 
‘ carriers.’ 
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Report  on  Epidemic  of  Diphtheria  at  Wilsden, 

October  9th,  1911,  to  February  29th,  1912. 

Between  October  9tli,  1911,  and  February  29th,  1912,  thirty-one  cases 
of  diphtheria  were  notified  from  Wilsden.  Seventeen  of  these  were  children 
attending  Wilsden  Council  School.  Five  of  the  patients  died,  three  deaths 
occurring  in  one  family. 

The  measures  adopted  to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease  were  : 

1.  — Isolation  in  hospital  in  all  cases  where  consent  of  the  patient  or  parents 

could  be  obtained.  Fourteen  patients  were  so  isolated. 

2.  — Diphtheria  antitoxin  was  supplied  by  the  District  Council  free  of  charge 

for  remedial  and  prophylactic  use. 

8. — Bacteriological  examination  was  systematically  made  of  throats  of 
members  of  infected  families.  All  persons  working  or  residing  on  dairy 
farms  who  gave  positive  results  were  prevented  from  coming  in  contact 
with  the  milk  supply. 

4. — The  School  was  closed  for  3 days  for  disinfection  and  the  Infant  Depart- 
ment was  closed  for  4 weeks. 

6. — As  cases  continued  to  occur  after  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  as  these 
were  almost  entirely  confined  to  children  in  Standard  III,  on  January 
15th  and  16th  I sent  39  swabs  from  the  throats  of  children  in  that  class 
to  Wakefield  for  bacteriological  examination.  Four  were  reported  to 
be  positive,  and  these  children  with  others  in  their  families  were  ex- 
cluded from  school. 

Enteric  Fever. — Five  cases  were  notified  during  1911  ; three  at 
Wilsden  and  two  in  Bingley.  Enquiry  did  not  show  any  connection  between 
the  cases. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  and  Encephalitis. — On 

account  of  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  in  neighbouring  districts  during  the 
summer  months,  I addressed  enquiries  to  all  medical  practitioners  in  the 
District  asking  whether  any  cases  had  come  under  their  observation.  I 
learned  from  the  replies  that  two  cases  had  occurred  during  the  summer,  one 
in  Bingley  and  one  at  Cullingworth.  The  disease  is  not  at  present  notifiable 
in  the  District. 


Information  as  to  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  occurring  in 
elementary  schools  is  received  from  the  Education  Authority.  The 
numbers  reported  were  as  follows  : —

Although  these  diseases  were  exceptionally  prevalent  during  the  year, 
no  deaths  were  reported  as  directly  due  to  them,  but  four  children  who  died 
from  Diphtheria  at  Wilsden,  were  said  to  have  been  convalescent  from  measles 
when  attacked  by  the  more  serious  disease. 
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E — PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OYER  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notification  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurring  outside  institutions 
was  not  in  force  during  1911.  Two  notifications  were  received  under  the 
Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulation  Act,  1911,  referring  to  persons 
whose  ordinary  residence  was  in  the  District.  Nineteen  notices  referred  to 
patients  who  had  been  inmates  of  the  Sanatorium  at  Eldwick,  but  did  not 
usually  reside  in  the  District.  No  action  was  taken  with  regard  to  these. 
Eighteen  persons  were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  at  the  Joint  Hospital, 
Morton  Banks,  for  periods  extending  up  to  three  months.  This  Sanatorium 
is  intended  for  early  and  intermediate  cases,  and  the  number  of  beds  allotted 
to  Bingley  is  four.  Houses  occupied  by  these  patients  were  inspected,  and 
in  one  case  overcrowding  was  found  and  remedied. 


F and  G.— INVESTIGATION  OF  OTHER  DISEASES  AND  MEANS 

OF  PREVENTING 

MORTALITY  IN  CHILDBIRTH  AND  INFANCY. 

Comparison  of  Table  III  at  the  end  of  this  Report  with  the  corresponding 
table  for  previous  years  does  not  suggest  any  note  on  the  prevalence  of 
particular  diseases.  The  large  number  of  deaths  from  premature  birth,  and 
of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of  life  point  to  the  need  of  instruction 
of  mothers  in  the  management  of  their  own  and  their  infant’s  health.  The 
intention  of  the  Council  to  appoint  a Lady  Health  Visitor  shows  that  this 
necessity  is  recognised.  The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  yet 
been  adopted  by  the  Council,  but  its  adoption  will  of  course  follow  that 
appointment.

To  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Bingley. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  tliirteenth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Sanitary  Works  executed  under  your  authority  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1911. 

Building  Plans,  New  Buildings,  Sewers  and  Drainage 
constructed. — 57  Building  Plans  have  been  approved,  and  2 dis- 
approved. 32  dwelling-houses  have  been  erected,  1,242  yards  of  Main 
Sewers,  and  3,166  yards  of  drains  have  been  constructed,  and  160  drains 
connected  up  to  main  sewers.  1,811  visits  to  buildings,  sewers  and 

drainage  in  course  of  construction  have  been  made.  Central  Ward. — 
Additions  to  a building  in  Clyde  Sti’eet,  Workshop  in  Clyde  Street,  water 
closets  in  York  Street  and  Trinity  Schools,  and  urinal  in  Ferrand  Street, 
97  yards  of  drainage  and  16  connections  to  main  sewers.  South  Ward. — 
12  through  houses  in  Sycamore  Avenue,  Cottingley  Hall  and  Motor  Garage, 
workshop  in  Healey  Lane,  and  water-closets  in  Burrage  Street,  Carrier 
Row,  Cannon  Street,  Providence  Row  and  New  Russell  Street,  330  yards 
of  main  sewers,  1,019  yards  of  drainage  and  44  connections  to  main  sewers. 
West  Ward. — Additions  to  tlie  Midland  Hotel,  additions  to  a house  142, 
Main  Street,  additions  to  Castlefields  House,  and  additions  to  a mill  at 
Harden,  82  yards  of  drainage  and  8 connections  to  main  sewers.  North 
Ward. — Training  College  and  five  Hostels,  Villa  in  Bromley  Road,  lock- 
up shop  in  Park  Road,  through  house  at  Micklethwaite,  farm  buildings  at 
Heights  Lane,  9 through  houses  in  Park  Road,  2 villas  Langley  Avenue, 
and  stables  at  Greenhill  Hall  Farm,  48  yards  of  main  sewers,  691  yards 
of  drainage  and  33  connections  to  main  sewers.  East  Ward. — Additions 
to  the  Mornington  Road  Schools,  additions  to  the  Cottage  Hospital,  4 
villas  in  Villa  Road,  2 through  houses  at  Eldwick,  additions  to  a house 
at  Lane  End  Faiun,  Eldwick,  additions  to  Glen  Side  Cottage,  Eldwick, 
additions  to  3 houses  in  Fernclifie,  and  water  closets  in  Fernclitfe,  699 
yards  of  main  sewers,  981  yards  of  drainage  and  34  connections  to  main 
sewers.  Cullingworth  Ward. — Engine  House  at  Cullingworth  Mills,  and 
water  closets  in  Mill  Street,  57  yards  of  main  sewers,  78  yards  of  drainage 
and  13  connections  to  main  sewers.  Wilsden  Ward. — Stable  and  Shed 
at  Harrop  Farm,  wooden  building  at  Hewenden,  108  yards  of  main  sewers, 
218  yards  of  drainage  and  12  connections  to  main  sewers. 

Supervision  of  Drains. — In  all  cases  where  new  drains  are 
constructed  or  old  ones  reconstructed,  the  works  are  supervised,  and  in 
nearly  all  instances  the  pipes  are  covered  up  in  my  presence.  This 
supervision  takes  up  a great  deal  of  time,  but  it  ensures  the  work  being 
carried  out  in  a proper  manner. 
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Abatement  of  Nuisances. — 25  complaints  have  been  received, 
G74  bouses  and  premises  have  been  inspected,  22  preliminary  notices 
served,  and  24  complied  with,  2 of  these  were  outstanding  from  1910,  62 
nuisances  reported,  69  formal  notices,  and  75  complied  with,  118  nuisances 
abated,  of  these  86  were  abated  without  being  reported.  There  were  54 
nuisances  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1910,  and  34  at  the  end  of  1911. 

Nuisances  dealt  with. — 5 cases  of  overcrowding,  3 cases  of 
dirty  houses,  and  1 case  of  a dirty  and  unventilated  sleeping  room  ; 5 

house  drains  have  been  tested  by  the  request  of  the  occupiers  and  were 
found  to  be  defective  ; 49  house  drains  have  been  repaired  and  trapped  ; 
27  sink  waste  pipes  trapped  and  disconnected ; 3 cellar  drains  have  been 
relaid,  trapped  and  disconnected.

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There  have  been  3G  water  closets,  12  slop  water  closets,  12  dry 
ashes-places,  22  dry  ashes-bins,  and  27  baths  provided  in  connection  with 
new  buildings,  and  2 water  closets  and  11  baths  to  existing  property. 

Nuisances  to  be  dealt  with. — There  are  42  notices  outstand- 
ing, 0 from  1908,  G from  1909,  and  30  from  1911,  representing  34  nuisances 
arising  from  insanitary  and  insufficient  privy  and  ashpit  accommodation  ; 
when  this  work  is  carried  out  it  will  mean  the  conversion  of  47  privies 
into  water  closets,  and  48  pail  closets  into  water  closets,  and  the  provision 
of  19  additional  water  closets,  and  the  conversion  of  32  middens  into 
dry  ashes-places.  I estimate  that  there  will  be  at  least  100  cases  in 
addition  to  the  above  to  bo  dealt  with,  these  cases  will  come  forward  as 
I proceed  with  house  to  house  inspections.  The  following  is  a list  of 
the  names  of  the  streets  that  are  in  bad  repair,  viz : — Cross  Lane,  Green 
Hill  Street,  Streets  off  Bradford  Road,  Emsley  Street,  the  King’s  Head 
Yard,  Lilycroft,  Myrtle  Avenue,  Unity  Street,  and  several  of  the  back 
streets  in  the  same  neighbourhood,  Hollings  Street,  Smith  Street,  and 
Town  Hill  Street,  Cottingley.  At  Harden,  Crossflatts  and  Eldwick,  there 
are  several  streets  and  roads  in  a bad  state  of  repair.  The  reason  I 
mention  this  matter  is  because  I have  had  complaints  both  from  owners  and 
occupiers.  If  taken  from  a health  point  of  view  it  would  be  a great 
benefit  to  the  public  in  several  ways.  The  ground  air,  that  is  the  air 
which  is  intermixed  with  the  soil  from  its  surface  down  to  the  level  of 
the  subsoil,  is  continually  being  discharged  into  the  atmosphere.  Streets 
like  those  I have  mentioned  are  well  saturated  with  filth,  such  as  excreta 
of  many  and  various  animals.  It  is  well  known  that  the  dust  from  the 
street  surfaces  contains  bacteria  generated  from  the  excretal  and  other 
organic  and  vegetable  matters,  which  are  more  or  less  injurious  to  the 
throat,  lungs  and  stomach,  and  also  the  eyes,  as  well  as  other  organs. 
This  is  the  reason  why  it  is  important  that  streets  where  houses  abut 
should  be  paved,  so  that  they  can  be  kept  clean,  and  as  far  as  possible 
free  from  vegetable  and  animal  matter.  Another  reason  is  that  when 
streets  are  muddy,  and  are  mended  with  ashes  and  other  unsuitable 
materials,  they  have  a tendency  to  block  the  main  sewers  and  this  is  a 
means  of  generating  foul  gases. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection.— Luring  the  past 
year  102  cases  have  been  notified  ; 208  visits  have  been  made  to  houses 
in  which  infectious  diseases  have  occurred,  and  117  houses  have  been 
disinfected  ; 73  cases  were  reported  to  the  Education  Department.  There 
were  48  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  of  these  41  were  removed  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  and  7 were  nursed  at  home.  There  were  49  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  34  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  15  were  nursed 
at  home.  There  have  been  5 cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  1 case  was  sent 
to  Hospital,  and  the  other  4 were  nursed  at  home.  18  dwelling-houses 
have  been  disinfected  where  deaths  occurred  from  consumption.  The 
drainage  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  all  the  premises  where  infectious 
disease  has  been  notified  have  been  inspected,  and  the  result  of  the 
inspections  has  been  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  each 
case. 


Smoke  Observations. — 62  observations  have  been  made  ; see  the  following  table. 
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Notes  on  Stoking. — Stoking,  firing  furnaces  without  making 
volumes  of  smoke  is  an  art  that  few  recognise.  Good  stoking,  without 
question  requires  practice,  and  the  sooner  the  universal  idea  is  exploded 
that  any  man  who  can  use  a shovel  is  suitable  for  stoking,  the  better, 
and  the  nearer  -we  shall  be  to  the  solution  of  the  smoke  problem.  Side 
firing,  i.tf.,  feeding  one  side  of  the  furnace  and  allowing  time  for  the  fire 
on  the  other  side  to  consume  the  gases  before  it  is  fired  should  be  practised. 
The  firings  must  also  be  light  and  frequent,  then  there  will  be  no  preventable 
smoke  emitted,  less  coal  burned  and  more  work  got  out  of  the  boilers. 

Slaughter-houses. — There  are  18  registered  slaughter-houses  ; 
461  visits  have  been  made,  and  the  by-laws  relating  to  cleansing,  removal 
of  blood,  garbage,  &c.,  as  far  as  practicable  have  been  strictly  enforced. 

Offensive  Trades. — There  are  4 persons  engaged  in  offensive 
trades  ; 2 tripe  boilers,  1 fell-monger  and  1 gut  scraper  ; 56  inspections 
have  been  made. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. — There  are  127  cow- 
keepers  entered  in  the  Report  Books,  and  18  purveyors  of  milk  ; 289 

inspections  have  been  made  of  cowsheds  and  purveyors’  premises.  There 
are  223  cowsheds  with  about  1,690  head  of  milk  cows  kept  within  the 
Council’s  district. 


Common  Lodging-houses.— There  is  1 common  lodging-house. 
8 inspections  have  been  made. 


Factory  and  Workshops  Acts. — There  are  129  Workshops 
registered  ; of  these  38  are  in  the  Wilsden  Ward.  16  in  the  Cullingworth 
Ward,  and  75  in  the  five  other  wards.  There  have  been  104  visits 
made  to  workshops.  Due  attention  has  throughout  the  year  been  paid 
to  cleanliness,  ventilation,  sanitary  conveniences  and  drainage.  There 
are  17  Tailors,  22  Dress  and  Mantle  Makers,  Costumiers  and  Milliners, 
24  Shoe  Makers,  Cloggers  and  Saddlers,  7 Tinners  and  Plumbers,  9 
Joiners  and  Wheelwrights,  3 Tanners  and  Fell-mongers,  3 Waste  Sorters, 
1 Burler  and  Mender,  1 Photographer,  1 Upholsterer,  1 Jeweller,  1 French 
Polisher,  1 Knitter,  4 Blacksmiths,  3 Hairdressers,  1 Printer,  29  Bakers 
and  Confectioners,  (including  4 under  ground) ; 4 notices  of  occupation 

of  Workshops  have  been  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  during 
1911.

have  inspected  40  boats  ; 84  men  were  on  board,  in  5 cases  there  were 

women  on  board,  these  were  the  wives  of  the  captains  ; there  were  no 

children  on  board  the  boats.  All  the  boats  were  registered ; the  boats 

were  all  numbered  corresponding  with  those  on  the  certificates.  There 
was  no  overcrowding.  The  boats  were  in  good  condition  with  respect 
to  cleanliness,  ventilation,  painting  and  repairs. 

Visits  to  out-lying  parts  of  the  District. — 51  visits  to 
Cottingley,  6G  to  Crossllatts  and  Micklethwaite,  9 to  Cullingworth,  80  to 
Lldwick,  6 to  Faweather,  26  to  Harden,  2 to  Thwaites,  and  9 to  Wilsden 
have  been  made. 

Nightsoil,  Dry  Ashes  and  Rubbish  Removal. — There 
has  been  3,594  loads  removed  at  Bingley,  263  at  Cottingley,  216  at 
Harden,  277  at  Crosstlatts  and  Micklethwaite,  145  at  Eldwick,  699  at 
Cullingworth,  1,422  at  Wilsden,  making  a total  of  6,616  loads.

Ashpits. — As  this  Report  is  distributed  among  the  various  Reading 
Rooms  in  the  Council’s  District,  I should  like  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  people  to  the  way  that  the  ashpits  are  used.  I find  all  kinds  of 
liquid,  rubbish,  &c  , thrown  into  ashpits,  such  as  slops,  old  matting, 
oilcloth,  buckets,  tins  and  baskets,  and  vegetable  matter  ; this  stuff 
intermixed  causes  the  ashpits  to  stink,  and  thus  pollute  the  air  around. 
Ashpits  are  not  intended  as  receptacles  for  such  rubbish  ; these  articles 
cause  a hindrance  to  the  men  when  they  are  emptying  the  ashpits,  as  they 
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have  to  use  their  hands,  the  shovel  being  of  no  use.  No  slop  water 

should  be  put  into  the  ashpit,  this  should  be  put  down  the  drain  and 
flushed  away  with  clean  water  ; vegetable  matter  should  be  burned  or 
otherwise  along  with  the  rubbish  such  as  pots,  pans,  matting,  &c.,  should 
be  handed  to  the  rubbish  cart. 

I have  to  thank  Mr.  T.  W.  Cragg  for  his  assistance  with  the  work 
executed  in  the  Cullingworth  and  Wilsden  Wards,  which  is  included  in 
this  Keport.
